nredhno^sftnhe  vascill,a^ sPstem-  .It  is  known  that  excessive  fat 
predisposes  to  many  of  these  conditions. 
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19.5  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  malignant 
neoplasms  of  all  types  : 58  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  men  as 
against  41  in  women.  Sixteen  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
occurred  during  the  year — all  in  men — which  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  cause  may  be  attributed  either  to  a difference  in  habits  as 
between  male  and  female,  or  to  an  occupational  risk.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  many  of  these  cancerous  conditions  which  caused 
death,  have  a very  high  cure  rate  if  diagnosed  and  treated  early,  and 
I would  especially  like  to  mention  cancer  of  the  breast  and  skin  in 
this  respect. 

10.7  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system.  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  roughly  one- 
eighth  of  these  deaths. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES)  REGULATIONS, 

1953 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1953,  and  are  in 
substitution  of  The  Public  Health  (Infectious  diseases)  Regulations, 
1927  (c),  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  (London)  Regulations,  1927  (d), 
which  are  revoked. 

They  correspond  with  those  Regulations  in  requiring  notification 
of  malaria,  dysentery,  acute  primary  pneumonia  and  acute  influenzal 
pneumonia,  and  prescribe  action  in  conformity  with  the  present 
working  of  the  health  sendees  in  relation  to  the  diseases  named  in 
the  fourth  schedule. 

They  amplify,  however,  the  precautionary  measures  provided 
for  in  the  revoked  regulations  against  food  poisoning  : — 

(1)  by  relating  these  (instead  of  to  enteric  fever  and  dysentery 
as  formerly)  to  typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever  and  other 
salmonella  infections  (which  includes  the  diseases  previously 
known  as  enteric  fever),  dysentery  and  staphylococcal 
infection  likely  to  cause  food  poisoning  ; 

(2)  by  applying  these  measures  in  general  to  persons  shown  to 
be  carriers  of  these  diseases  as  well  as  to  persons  suffering 
from  them  ; 

(3)  by  preventing  such  persons  (in  either  class)  not  only  from 
continuing  employment  involving  the  handling  of  food,  as 
formerly,  but  also  from  entering  such  employment,  and 

(4)  by  enabling  a local  authority  to  authorise  the  medical 
officer  of  health  to  issue  notices  in  emergency,  in  order  to 
check  the  spread  of  these  diseases. 

The  Town  Council  were  informed  of  the  purposes  of  these  Regula- 
tions, and  a copy  of  the  Regulations  was  forwarded  to  each  Medical 
Practitioner  practising  in  the  Borough. 
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Diphtheria. — For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified.  I should  like  to  urge  parents  to  maintain  this  position 
by  taking  advantage  of  the  immunisation  facilities  presented  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  by  the  General  Practitioners.  The 
immunisation  figures  are  disappointingly  low  as  compared  with  the 
remainder  of  the  Llanelly  Division,  and  to  the  previous  records  of 
the  Borough. 

Arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of  children  are  made  by 
the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  and  during  1953  the  work 
carried  out  was  : — 


Aged  0 — 4 who  completed  full  primary  course  243 

Aged  5 — 15  who  completed  full  primary  course  2 

Number  who  received  “ reinforcing  ” injection  10 


Smallpox. — Two  suspected  contacts  of  a serious  outbreak  of 
Smallpox  in  the  year  1953  came  to  Llanelly.  The  necessary 
precautions  were  taken  and  no  developments  resulted. 

Vaccinations. — No  separate  figures  are  available  for  Llanelly 
Borough  itself.  In  Carmarthen  County  as  a whole  1,046  successful 
vaccinations  were  notified  during  1953.  Of  these  755  were  in 
respect  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  and  121  in  respect  of 
children  between  one  and  five  years.  This  would  appear  to  indicate 
that  less  than  half  of  the  children  bom  in  the  area  are  vaccinated.  In 
these  days  of  quick  global  transport,  it  is  important  that  the 
vaccination  figures  should  be  kept  as  high  as  possible  if  we  wish 
the  population  to  be  protected  against  possibly  dangerous  epidemics 
of  smallpox. 


Scarlet  Fever— Twenty-four  cases  (10  boys  and  14  girls)  were 
leported  during  the  year,  as  against  55  in  the  preceding  year.  . 

Of  the  cases  notified,  four  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals. 


Whooping  Cough. — 108  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  59  in  1952.  One  case  was  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital. 

Poliomyelitis.— Three  cases  were  notified  (one  paralytic  and 
t™0  non-paralytic),  all  being  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital. 


Measles.— Whereas  there  were  456  cases  notified  in  1952  there 
were  only  13  notified  cases  in  1953. 


Food  Poisoning.— No  cases 


were  notified  during  the  year.

2 years  was  reported. 

Tuberculosis. — Thirty-six  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year  (20  males  and  16  females).  The  average 
notifications  during  the  preceding  10  years  was  43.  There  were 
seven  cases  of  Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified  (4  males  and 

3 females),  as  against  an  average  of  7.6  during  the  preceding  ten 
years. 


TABLE  SHOWING  TUBERCULOSIS  NOTIFICATIONS  AND  DEATHS  OVER  THE  LAST  30  YEARS 
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Figures  for  1938  are  given  as  the  last  full  year  of  peace  before 
the  war. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  Tuberculosis 
notifications  during  the  last  30  years— a decline  that  was  checked 
during  the  war  years.  This  decline  is  more  marked  in  the  Non- 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  type,  and  is  probably  mainly  associated 
with  the  increased  use  of  pasteurised  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  in 
the  area. 

The  decline  in  the  death  rates,  with  the  advent  of  new  drugs,  new 
treatment  techniques  and  improved  conditions  of  living  has  been 
much  more  marked  than  that  of  the  notifications  of  new  cases. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  selected  contacts  who  are  exposed  to  risks 
of  infection  is  now  being  carried  out  at  the  chest  clinic  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council.

Deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year  were  seven, 
the  same  as  in  1952,  whereas  the  average  for  the  past  ten  vears 
was  14. 
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Re-Housing  of  Tuberculous  Cases. — Sympathetic  consideration 
continues  to  be  accorded  to  applicants  for  re-housing.  In  this 
connection  the  co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  J.  T.  Jones) 
has  been  materially  advantageous,  particularly  in  the  grading  of 
such  cases. 

It  has  been  noticeable  that,  after  being  re-housed,  these  patients 
display  renewed  zest  and  are  grateful  for  the  improved  conditions 
which  their  new  houses  provide. 

The  improved  conditions,  particularly  the  elimination  of  over- 
crowding, should  materially  lessen  the  risk  of  contracting  tuber- 
culosis for  the  rest  of  the  families  concerned. 

Mass  Radiography. — The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Hospital  Board  paid  its  third  visit  to  the  Borough  in 
February  and  March.  The  attendances  were  very  satisfactory  and 
exceeded  those  of  the  preceeding  visits.  The  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  and  other  chest  diseases  were  not  excessive  as  compared 


with  other  areas.

Disinfection  of  Clothing.- — The  attention  of  the  Town  Council  was 
drawn  to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  an  improved  and  more  modem 
system  for  the  disinfection  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  and  a scheme 
was  prepared  whereby  a new  Vapour-gas  type  disinfector  to  seme  the 
whole  of  the  area  of  the  Llanelly  Health  Division,  might  be  purchased, 
A joint  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  four  local  authorities 
subsequently  agreed  to  the  scheme  in  principle,  the  cost  to  be  borne 
m proportion  to  their  populations.  It  is  hoped  that,  after  con- 
firmation by  the  four  Councils,  the  disinfector  will  be  installed  in 
Llanelly  in  1954. 


GENERAL  HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES 

Clinics.— The  ante-natal  clinic  and  infant  welfare  centre  which 
had  been  conducted  at  the  Old  Town  Hall  since  1923  were  trans- 
ferred during  the  year  to  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council’s 
premises  at  Brynmair,  Goring  Road.

Clinic  Where  Held 


Local  Hospitals. — There  are  three  local  hospitals— the  Llanelly 
General  Hospital  of  164  beds ; the  Bryntirion  Hospital  of  145 
beds,  and  the  Glasfryn  Maternity  Hospital  of  12  beds. 

These  in  themselves  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  Llanelly 
and  District  and  use  is  made  of  hospitals  outside  the  area. 

Home  Helps. — An  office  for  this  service  has  been  opened  by  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council  at  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service 
premises,  9-11,  Old  Castle  Road,  Llanelly.  This  is  open  on  Mondays 
and  Wednesdays  between  the  hours  of  2.30  and  4 p.m. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. — No  action  was  taken  by  the  Town 
Council  under  Section  47  which  provides  for  removal  to  suitable 
premises,  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  opened  a Loan  Depot  at  la. 
Goring  Road,  where  a limited  supply  of  household  and  sick  room 
appliances  are  made  available.  The  Depot  is  open  Monday  to 
Friday  from  6.30  to  7.30  p.m. 

Equipment  for  home  nursing  may  also  be  obtained  from  the 
Health  Department  of  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
Water  Supply  : 

The  Corporation  Waterworks  Undertaking  not  only  supplies  the 
Borough  but  also  2,361  acres  in  the  Rural  District  making  a total 
area  of  supply  of  4,430  acres. 

The  works  consist  of : — 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having  a 
capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having 
a capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(c)  A river  intake  on  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  which  affords  a 
supply  of  3 million  gallons  per  day. 

During  dry  weather,  water  from  this  river  is  pumped 
into  the  Lliedi  Reservoir  to  augment  the  supplies  from 
the  Lliedi  watershed. 

(d)  At  present  the  Corporation  have  a new  scheme  under 
construction  designed  to  abstract  4.6  million  gallons  per 
day  from  the  River  Towy.  This  water  will  also  be 
pumped  into  the  Lliedi  Reservoir  to  further  augment 
existing  supplies. 

(e)  There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough 
limits  (1)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated 
by  Slow  Sand  Filters  and  Chloramine,  and  (2)  trade 
water  mains  which  delivers  water  only  for  industrial 
purposes. 

During  1953  the  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  reservoir 
was  334,977,000  gallons  in  99  days  of  pumping. 

Water  Distribution.— The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered 
water  for  domestic  purposes  during  the  year  was  1 ,674,540  gallons, 
and  for  trade  purposes  2,885,061  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes 
was  50.9  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  houses— Borough  and  Rural— supplied  with 
water  was  9,520  for  an  estimated  population  of  33,548. 

Rainfall.— The  rainfall  during  1953  was  49.43  inches  and  rain 
fell  on  173  days.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  preceding  20  years 
on  the  Cwmlliedi  reservoir  was  51.25  inches. 

One  inch  or  more  of  rain  fell  in  the  24  hours  on  six  occasions.  The 
highest  recorded  rainfall  occurred  on  30/3/1953,  when  1.75  inches 
were  recorded. 

Safeguarding  the  Water  Supply.— All  the  men  employed  by  the 
1 own  Council  m their  water  undertaking  are  medically  examined  and 
have  serological  tests  before  being  employed. 
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Water  Analysis. — The  water  for  domestic  supply  is  subjected 
to  slow  sand  filtration  and  chloramine  treatment  and  monthly 
chemical  and  fortnightly  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  show 
that  the  treatment  is  satisfactory. 

The  samples  taken  on  10th  November,  1953,  for  examination 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans,  County  Analyst,  Carmarthen,  showed  the

REMARKS 

Nos.  1 and  1A  : Treatment  has  removed  some  of  the  organic  matter 
and  colour. 

Sterilisation  has  been  effective,  and  the  treated  water  is  fit 
for  drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes. 

No.  2 : Sterilisation  has  been  effective. 

No.  3 : A River  water  of  a fair  degree  of  purity. 

An  estimation  of  the  Flourine  content  of  the  water  supply  showed 
it  to  have  a concentration  of  .15  parts  per  million. 

Absence  of  flourine  from  drinking  water  is  alleged  to  be  asgoa^^ji 
with  a high  incidence  of  dental  caries,  whereas  excess  causes  notinitg: 
The  optimum  concentration  in  water  would  seem  to  be  1 part  per 
million. 
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Experiments  are  in  progress  in  the  U.S.A.,  and  in  Britain  to 
assess  the  effect  of  correcting  flourine  deficiencies  in  public  water 
supplies.  These  are  being  closely  followed.  98  per  cent  of  the 
samples  of  domestic  water  supply  were  found  to  be  bactenologica  y 
completely  satisfactory.  Re-checks  after  the  doubtful  samples 
proved  satisfactory.

The  River  Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally 
polluted  by  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river.  This 
was  guarded  against  as  much  as  possible. 

Fishing  in  Reservoirs 

The  Town  Council  again  granted  the  right  to  the  public  to  fish  in 
the  Corporation  reservoir  during  the  season. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  suggested  provision  of  a swimming  pool  was  again  discussed 
during  the  year,  but  even  after  a deputation  had  awaited  upon  the 
Ministry,  the  position  regarding  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure 
was  explained  and  any  action  for  sanction  to  proceed  with  such  a 
project  could  not  be  entertained  at  the  present  time. 
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Paddling  Pool 

Ihe  Town  Council  approved  of  the  suggestion  for  the  provision 
of  a paddling  pool  for  children  at  Parc  Howard. 

Provision  of  Dustbins 

A tender  for  the  supply  of  9,000  dustbins  for  domestic  use  was 
accepted  during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Corporation  scheme  will  be  functioning  in 
1954. 

Provision  of  Litter  Baskets 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  litter  baskets  in 
streets,  particularly  near  shops  selling  ice  cream  and  lollipops,  for 
the  depositing  of  wrappers,  etc. 

HOUSING 

A woman  housing  investigator,  Mrs.  O.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits 
all  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Where  conditions  are  un- 
satisfactory, the  cases  are  reported  to  the  Borough  Treasurer  who 
refers  them  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  investigation  in 
each  case  as  to  the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  any  one  house,  and  the 
general  conditions  of  premises.  In  the  allocation  of  Council  houses 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  schedule  overcrowded  houses, 
and  when  appropriate,  make  specific  recommendations,  especially  in 
cases  of  tuberculosis.

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Individual  Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  only  in  a few  cases  was  action  taken  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  Section  10  of  the  Local 
Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1953.  It  was  felt 
that  each  house  condemned  involved  the  re-housing  of  the  tenant 
with  a consequent  reduction  of  available  houses  for  families  in 
badly  overcrowded  premises. 

Five  houses  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  incapable  at  a reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  so  fit. 
Closing  Orders  were  made  in  three  instances.  The  further  action 
regarding  the  other  two  premises  would  take  place  early  in  1954. 

Gipsy  Encampments 

In  view  of  the  many  complaints  received  regarding  gipsy  encamp- 
ments, the  Town  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  recommendation  of 
my  predecessor  that  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  be  asked 
to  include  within  their  development  plan  prepared  under  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947,  special  reservations  for  gipsies. 
Such  reservations  to  be  provided  with  a water  supply  and  sanitary 
conveniences  and  should  be  sited  outside  a densely  populated 
urban  area. 

As  soon  as  gipsy  encampments  are  reported  within  the  Borough 
area,  action  is  taken  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Preliminary 
notices  under  Section  65  of  the  Llanelly  Corporation  Act,  1929,  are 
served  upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  private  lands  requesting 
the  removal  of  such  encampments.  Private  owners  are  advised  to 
provide  effective  barriers  or  fencing  to  prevent  access  to  such  land. 
The  Borough  Surveyor,  the  Borough  Architect,  and  the  Parks 
Superintendent  co-operate  in  preventing  and  removing  gipsy 
encampments  on  Corporation  owned  lands.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  high  percentage  of  Tuberculous  cows  killed  is  mainly  due  to 
the  slaughter  of  reactors  at  the  slaughterhouse.  The  number  of 
cows  affected  is  only  a small  fraction  of  the  total  number  of  cows 
in  the  area  from  which  the  reactors  were  drawn.  The  slaughter  of 
reactors  took  place  on  specific  days,  by  arrangement,  so  that  they 
did  not  interfere  with  normal  slaughtering. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  number  of  reactors  will  gradually 
become  less. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.— Four  licences  were  granted  by 
the  Town  Council  during  the  year.

Pasteurisers  licenses  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  producers 
licenses  are  issued  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


Sampling. — Fifty-six  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  to 
ascertain  whether  the  standard  was  being  maintained  and  all 
complied  with  the  required  tests. 

Six  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  examined  and  all 
were  satisfactory. 

Forty-one  samples  of  undesignated  raw  milk  were  also  examined 
and  one  was  found  unsatisfactory,  failing  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 

Milk  vendors  are  supplied  with  the  results  of  the  examinations 
of  samples  taken  from  them  and  copies  of  the  results  are  also  sub- 
mitted to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  who 
collaborates  closely  with  this  Department. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950 

The  Tuberculosis  (South  West  Wales  Attested  Area)  Order,  1953, 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  under  the  above 
Act,  proclaimed  the  Llanelly  Borough  as  part  of  a declared  area  in 
respect  of  which  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that  tuberculosis  of  cattle 
is,  for  practical  purposes,  not  existent,  and  to  be  an  Attested  Area 
for  purposes  connected  with  the  control  of  Tuberculosis.

During  the  year  108  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue 
test  with  the  following  results  : — 

71  were  in  Provisional  Grade  1 (Satisfactory)  ; 

24  were  in  Provisional  Grade  2 (Fair)  ; 

10  were  in  Provisional  Grade  3 (Unsatisfactory)  ; 

3 were  in  Provisional  Grade  4 (Very  Unsatisfactory). 

All  ice  cream  vendors  are  supplied  with  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tion  of  samples  taken  from  them  and  copies  of  the  results  are  sent 
to  manufacturers  in  cases  where  samples  are  taken  from  retailers 
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It  is  the  practice  for  a Sanitary  Inspector  to  follow-up  unsatis- 
factory samples  and  take  subsequent  samples  until  the  standard  is 
improved. 

Very  considerable  improvement  in  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of 
ice  cream  during  the  past  few  years  is  due  to  the  attention  given 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  this  commodity. 

Llanelly  Corporation  Act,  1929 

The  number  of  food  premises  registered  under  the  Llanelly 
Corporation  Act,  1929,  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of 
faggots,  sausages  and  the  curing  of  fish  was  six. 

Clean  Food  Campaign 

A series  of  film  shows  and  lectures  were  given  by  my  predecessor 
and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  on  “ Clean  food  and  the  prevention 
of  food  poisoning,”  from  22nd — 28th  January,  1953. 

These  were  attended  by  food  traders  and  their  staffs,  and  members 
of  women’s  organisations.  Only  on  two  evenings  were  the  atten- 
dances satisfactory.  In  this  connection,  I am  of  the  same  opinion 
as  many  other  Public  Health  Officers,  that  the  Public  Health  team 
should  give  less  time  to  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  food  hygiene 
and  more  time  to  visiting  and  advising  food  handlers  at  then- 
various  premises. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  detailed  inspections  of  food 
premises  in  the  Borough,  and  following  these  inspections,  the 
proprietors,  or  managers,  were  informed  of  the  hygienic  defects. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  co-operation  of  the  food  traders  has 
been  satisfactory. 

Recommended  codes  of  hygienic  practices  were  provided  for 
the  use  of  all  the  various  traders. 

Clean  Catering  Booklet 

All  catering  establishments  in  the  Borough  were  given  details 
of  this  publication  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  which  aimed  at 
giving  practical  advice  on  premises,  equipment,  and  practices  for 
the  promotion  of  hygiene  in  the  catering  trade.

Market  Improvements 

The  construction  of  new  and  enlarged  conveniences  in  the  market 
place  were  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Town  Council  has  also  had  under  consideration  a compre- 
hensive scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  Market,  which  includes  : 

(a)  the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water,  with  wash  hand 
bowls  in  the  meat  and  fish  stalls  ; 

(b)  enlargement  of  batcher’s  stalls  to  allow  space  for  hanging 
carcases  within  the  stalls. 

(c)  glass  fronts  to  butcher’s  stalls  and  Welsh  Produce 
stalls  ; 

(d)  the  enclosing  of  all  fish  stalls  and  the  provision  of  cold 
storage  and  adequate  facilities  for  washing  containers, 
including  drainage  ; 

(e)  the  possibility  of  providing  glass  or  perspex  coverings 
for  all  cakes  exposed  for  sale.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  these  premises  were  converted  for 
use  as  a Welsh  Produce  sales  room,  and  the  Town  Council  agreed 
to  my  recommendation  to  provide  modem  glass  screened  stalls  and 
the  provision  of  hand  wash  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  supply. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Town  Council  became  members  of  the  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Society  in  1953. 

Copies  of  the  Ridley  Report  on  Fuel  Policy  and  Smoke  Prevention 
were  obtained  for  the  use  of  the  Members  of  the  Town  Council. 

During  the  year  this  problem  again  received  considerable 
attention. 

(1)  Smoke  and  Grit  Nuisance — Glanmor  Foundry 

During  the  year  the  Annealing  Furnace  was  converted  to  oil 
burning  and  the  Sand  Blasting  section  provided  with  additional 
filters  on  the  grit  extractor,  with  the  result  that  the  nuisances 
complained  of  have  been  practically  eliminated.  Further  develop- 
ments were  taking  place  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  eliminate 
a minor  smoke  nuisance  emanating  from  the  small  annealing  furnace 
in  the  Fettling  Shop,  this  being  converted  to  oil  burning  also. 

(2)  Fume  Nuisance — Tinstamping  Works 

This  nuisance  persisted  throughout  the  year.  In  an  effort  to 
secure  an  adequate  water  supply  to  obviate  the  re-circulation  of 
water  in  the  Gas  Producing  plant,  the  Welsh  Tinplate  and  Metal 
Stamping  Company  had  sunk  a deep  well,  but  unfortunately  the 
sufficiency  of  this  water  supply  was  questionable. 

The  Managements  of  both  the  Glanmor  Foundry  Company  and 
the  Welsh  Tinplate  and  Metal  Stamping  Company  have  been  co- 
operative in  the  extreme  and  have  shewn  a keen  desire  to  eliminate 
the  causes  of  discomfort  to  the  householders  in  their  neighbourhood. 
I am  indebted  to  the  officials  of  both  companies  for  their  ready 
assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times. 

Offensive  Trades 

Llanelly  Corporation  Town  and  Country  Planning  (Cambrian  Street 
Removal)  Order,  1952 

This  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  on  24th  April,  1953.  The  building  and  premises  known 
as  the  Marine  Stores,  Cambrian  Street,  in  which  was  carried  on  the 
trade  or  business  of  rag  and  bone  dealer,  scrap  and  general  waste 
merchants,  was  demolished  in  November,  1953. 

Establishment  of  Trade  of  Rag  and  Bone  Dealer 

An  application  was  received  under  Section  107  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  consent  authorising  the  establishment  of  the 
offensive  trade  of  rag  and  bone  dealer  at  premises  in  Embankment 
Road.  This  was  agreed  to  conditionally.  Planning  consent  was 
also  conditional. 
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Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952 

This  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1953,  and 
which  requires  fireguards  to  be  fitted  to  gas  fires  electric  fires  and 
oil  heaters  of  types  so  designed  that  they  are  suitable  for  domestic 
use,  and  so  constructed  that,  without  a guard  there  is  likelihood  of 
injury  by  burning  or  of  ignition  of  clothing  by  reason  of  contact 
with  or  proximity  to  the  heating  element  of  the  flame. 


United  Nations  Scholars 

Four  scholars  from  the  Gold  Coast,  Pakistan  and  Ceylon  visited 
the  town  and  district  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Nations,  to 
study  life  and  social  services  of  the  country.  i 

A letter  of  appreciation  was  received  from  the  University

1.  During  the  year  1,216  complaints  were  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment, an  increase  of  479  over  the  number  received  in  1952.  The 
complaints  related  to  various  nuisances ; insanitary  and  over- 
crowded conditions  in  dwelling  houses  ; unsatisfactory  hygienic 
conditions  in  factories  and  other  premises ; rodent  and  insect 
infestations  ; unsound  food  ; accumulations  of  refuse  ; atmospheric 
pollution  ; moveable  dwellings  ; water  supplies,  etc.  Each  com- 
plaint was  thoroughly  investigated  and  dealt  with.

A great  measure  of  success  in  securing  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  notices  has  been  due  to  personal  contact  with 
owners  of  properties,  etc.,  whenever  possible.

All  complaints  ot  choked  and  defective  drains  or  sewers,  or  of 
leakage  of  cesspools,  receive  immediate  attention  and  the  team  of 
flushers  employed  by  the  Corporation  work  in  very  close  co-operation 
with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

4.  Rodent  Control 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  an  impoitant  branch  of  the 
work  of  the  Department. 

A free  seivice  is  afforded  to  owners  and  occupiers  of  private 
dwellings.  A charge  is  made  for  treatments  carried  out  in  business 
and  industrial  premises.  Close  supervision  is  exercised  over  special 
premises,  such  as  Corporation's  Refuse  Tip,  River  Banks  and  the 
Slaughterhouse.  Maintenance  and  other  treatments  of  the  town’s 
sewers  are  also  carried  out.
